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DETAILED ACTION 
Election/Restrictions 

1 . It is believe that Examiner clearly responded to the applicants concerns in the last Office 
Action in the form of 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph. Claims 32 and 33 are not proper linking 
claims since claims 1 1 and 22 have separate utility than claims 32 and 33. Claims 1 1-31 are 
withdrawn from further consideration. 

The requirement is still deemed proper and is therefore made FINAL. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 32-33 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims failed to include specific limitations drawn to Claims 1 1 and 22. Claims are 
ambiguous and competitors would be unable to discern the bounds of the invention without 
specifics of the device. It is recommended that the applicants state the specific limitations drawn 
to Claims 1 1 and 22, not "including the device of claim 1 1 or 22." 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to. a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed 
in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent granted on an application for 
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patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an 
international application filed under the treaty defined in section 35 1(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this 
subsection of an application filed in the United States only if the international application designated the United 
States and was published under Article 21(2) of such treaty in the English language. 

5. Claim 33 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hiruta (US 
5,952,841). 

Hiruta discloses in Fig. 1 two pivotable holders 3a and 3b and a movable placement head 



6. Claims 32 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Hiruta (US 
5,952,841). 

Hiruta discloses in Fig. 1 first means 2, second means 3a and 3b and a movable 
placement head 4. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

7. Claims 1-10 are allowed. 

Response to Arguments 

8. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 32 and 33 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
